fae total effort involved the scanning and exploiting 
of approximately 900 documents (averaging; 150-fiQO pages each) 
of tlie Gestapo, the SB Security Service (SD), soul various German 
(and Soviet) silitcry eosmnds, as well ss about ICO strategic 
rsfspo of the Gerrasn General Staff* The research effort was 
greatly aided through a series of ad-hoc conferences with the 
individual requesters* 

2. Out of the total of about 820 Gestapo and SB documents 
of the Mnheitsnkteaplan (SAP) aortas scanned, 50 were selected 
for thorough exploitation of lnfarsation an activities of agents, 
collaborators, etc* She results were IBP Reports So 8, 9 and 11 
listed below, as well as several reports still in progress to be 
submitted approximately by October. Tbs latter reports include 
studies on British iiitelligencs activities in Yugoslavia (1939-^1), 
and wartime activities of the French and Swiss intelligence services, 
as well as card files cm World War IX agents, collaborators and 
similar individuals operating in the Netherlands tad Fran ce.
